REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


TO  THE  SELECTMEN: 

But  few  complaints  have  been  made  to  the  board  the 
past  year,  the  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  town  being 
rather  better  than  in  the  past. 

We  belive  the  sewage  system  put  in  last  year  by  a  company 
at  the  Depot  is  of  great  value  to  that  part  of  the  town,  and 
would  be  far  more  valuable  if  the  town  owned  it,  thereby  com- 
pelling all  property  owners  who  had  dwellings  Avithin  loo  feet 
of  the  sewer  to  enter. 

We  have  inspected  the  water  supply  of  the  schools  and 
requested  the  teachers  to  report  any  suspected  trouble. 

We  also  inspected  the  closets  and  found  nearly  all  prop- 
erly cared  for. 

But  two  cases  of  typhoid  fever  have  been  reported  and 
one  was  brought  from  a  neighboring  town. 

No  measles.     3  mild  cases  of  scarlet  fever  at  the  Depot. 

Last  August  report  was  brought  that  four  cases  of  diph- 
theria existed  in  the  Kilrea  district  at  the  home  of  Adam 
Strobel.  The  board  carefully  inspected  the  place,  examined 
the  water,  but  could  detect  nothing  which  would  cause  the 
disease.  Upon  careful  enquiry  we  discovered  that  Mrs. 
Strobel  had  just  come  from  Lawrence,  Mass.,  and  diphtheria 
was  quite  prevalent  in  the  neighborhood  where  she  had  been 
staying. 

The  board  used  every  precaution  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  the  disease.

At  the  proper  time  Dr.  Sanders  went  to  the  house,  closed 
all  the  windows  and  doors,  opened  all  closet  doors  and  draw- 
ers, spread  all  clothing  and  bedding  upon  chairs,  etc.,  and 
burned  several  pounds  of  brimstone  in  each  room.  The  board 
used  large  quantities  of  chloride  of  lime  during  this  sickness 
and  a  Formaldyhyde  generator  was  constantly  used. 

In  order  to  make  the  fumigation  as  complete  as  possible, 
Dr.  Sanders  went  down  the  day  after  fumigating  the  house 
and  had  the  family  all  dress  in  clothing  which  had  been 
fumigated,  while  the  clothing  they  wore  the  day  before  was 
also  thoroughly  smoked. 

About  three  months  later,  Nov.  25,  a  case  of  diphtheria 
was  reported  at  the  home  of  John  Luzt.  This  case  was  also 
brought  from  Lawrence. 

After  the  three  cases  of  scarlet  fever  (all  in  one  family) 
had  recovered.  Dr.  Sanders  thoroughly  fumigated   the   house. 

The  board  has  endeavored  to  respond  to  all  complaints 
promptly — act  impartially  and  do  its  duty.

6.  To  choose  agents,  auditors  and  committees  in  rela- 
tion to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

7.  To  see  if  the  district  will  instruct  the  School  Board 
to  make  a  contract  with  the  Trustees  of  Pinkerton  Academy 
for  the  payment  by  the  district,  of  the  tuition  of  all  town  dis- 
trict scholars  above  the  grammar  grade  who  may  attend  the 
Academy  during  the  ensuing  year  and  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  to  carry  the  same  into  effect. 
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8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  support  of  schools,  in  addition  to  the  sum  re- 
quired by  law. 

9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  grading  and  improvement  of  the 
school  premises  at  the  Depot.

REMARKS. 

The  work  done  in  our  schools  this  year,  by  both  teachers 
and  pupils,  has  been,  in  general,  satisfactory  to  the  School 
Board  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  it  has  been  equally  satis- 
factory to  the  citizens  of  the  district. 

Teachers,  whose  fitness  for  the  positions  assigned  have 
been  demonstrated  by  former  service,  have  been  as  far  as  pos- 
sible retained  and  in  these  schools,  work  has  been  continued 
from  term  to  term,  free  from  the  interuptions  caused  by  a 
change  of  teachers  and  of  methods.  In  filling  the  places  of 
those  teachers  whose  services,  for  various  reasons,  we  have 
beeji  unable  to    retain,    we    think   we    have   been    fortunate. 
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Several  of  the  new  teachers  have  shown  themselves  especially 
fitted  to  fill  the  positions  to  which  they  have  been  appointed 
and  it  will  be  an  advantage  to  our  schools  if  their  services  can 
be  retained. 

While  the  success  of  a  school  depends  largely  upon  the 
teacher,  there  are  other  factors  to  consider.  A  lack  of  interest 
or  a  spirit  of  insubordination  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  has 
made  many  a  term  of  school  a  failure  in  spite  of  the  best  ef- 
forts of  an  able  teacher.  We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that 
the  pupils  of  our  schools  have  generally  shown  a 
constantly  increasing  interest  in  their  work  through- 
out the  year  and  that  the  few  instances  of  insubordination 
have  been  corrected  and  checked,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year 
teachers  and  pupils  were  working  in  harmony.  Another  thing 
that  has  much  to  do  with  the  success  of  a  school  is  the  interest 
of  parents,  manifested  by  frequent  visits  to  the  school  and  in- 
spection of  every  day  work.  This  will  furnish  a  more  reliable 
basis  for  praise  or  criticism  than  visits  on  exhibition  clays  or 
the  reports  of  interested  pupils. 

The  list  of  visitors  in  the  registers  shows  that,  in  most  of 
the  schools,  parents  and  friends  have  shown  a  commendable 
interest,  while  in  a  few  it  is  hoped  that  the  parents'  interest  is 
not  measured  by  the  number  of  visits  recorded. 

We  find  from  the  registers  that  the  percentage  of  daily  at- 
tendance, for  twenty-three  out  of  thirty-six  terms,  has  been 
ninety  per  cent  or  over.  In  No's  4  and  7  it  was  almost  per- 
fect for  the  fall  term,  for  the  same  term  it  was  ninety-seven 
percent  in  the  Grammar  and  West  Primary  schools. 

The  attendance  for  the  winter  term  in  many  of  the  schools 
was  poor,  due,  in  part,  to  bad  weather  and  to  the  large  amount 
of  sickness  prevailing  throughout  the  district.     In  general,  the 
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attendance  for  the  year  was  better  than  it  has  been,  but  it  can 
be  made  much  better  yet  if  parents  and  pupils  will  realize  that 
each  day  has  its  special  work  that  cannot  be  passed  over  with- 
out loss. 

In  all  the  school  houses  containing  more  than  one  room 
principles  have  been  appointed  who  were  held  responsible  for 
the  conduct  of  the  pupils  while  on  the  school  grounds.  The 
noise  and  disorder  consequent  on  dismissing  an  hundred  and 
-  twenty-five  children  of  all  ages,  in  a  body,  at  the  new  school 
house,  became  a  matter  of  considerable  annoyance  to  people 
living  in  the  vicinity  of  the  school  grounds.  There  was  also 
danger  of  injury  to  the  smaller  children.  To  enable  teachers 
to  maintain  order  during  intermissions,  alterations  and 
improvements  have  been  made  in  the  basement  and  on  the 
school  grounds.  The  improvement  in  the  conduct  of  the  pu- 
pils on  the  school  ground,  which  the  principal  and  her  assis- 
tants were  able  to  effect  in  consequence  of  these  alterations 
has,  in  our  opinion,  amply  repaid  the  cost.  Principals  were 
given  supervision  of  the  other  teachers  in  the  building  that 
there  might  be  greater  uniformity  in  methods  of  instruction. 

In  the  graded  schools  monthly  reports  of  the  rank  of  pu- 
pils have  been  made  to  parents.  In  our  opinion,  this  practice 
stimulating  pupils  to  greater  exertion,  has  been  productive  of 
much  good  and  should  be  extended  to  include  the  ungraded 
schools. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  school  year  diplomas  were  not 
given  to  pupils  who  had  completed  their  eighth  year,  as  has 
been  customary  for  the  last  few  years,  but  one  year  was  added 
to  the  grammar  grade,  making  a  course  of  nine  years  to  cor- 
respond with  the  time  allowed  in  other  places,  for  the  comple- 
tion of  the  common  school  course.    The  School  Board  did  not 
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assume  that  the  scholars,  who  expected  to  graduate  last  sum- 
mer were  less  fitted  to  receive  diplomas  than  the  members  of 
preceeding  classes  who  had  graduated  at  the  end  of  eight 
years,  but  it  knew  that  the  average  scholar  required  more  than 
eight  years  to  acquire  a  knowledge  of  the  common  English 
branches  and  the  time  seemed  favorable  for  the  change.  The 
course  of  study  prepared  by  the  principal  of  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Normal  School  for  use  in  the  common  schools  of  this 
state,  and  approved  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc-^ 
tion,  has  been  adopted  for  use  in  this  district. 

Acting  under  the  resolution  passed  at  the  last  annual  dis- 
trict meeting,  the  School  Board  made  a  contract  with  the 
trustees  of  Pinkerton  Academy.  Under  the  terms  of  the  con- 
tract, tuition,  at  the  rate  of  five  dollars  per  term,  was  paid  for 
forty-eight  pupils,  in  all  classes  at  the  Academy  during  the 
spring  term.  For  the  fall  term  the  tuition  of  thirty-nine  pu- 
pils in  the  four  upper  classes,  and  for  the  winter  term  the  tui- 
tion of  twenty-nine  pupils  in  the  same  classses  was  paid.  The 
amount  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Academy  can  be  found  in 
the  financial  report. 

During  the  last  two  terms  the  teachers  in  the  East  Side 
School  at  the  Depot  have  employed  a  drawing  teacher,  at 
their  own  expense,  to  give  one  lesson  per  week  to  the  pupils  of 
each  room.  Excellent  progress  was  made  and  if  it  is  desired 
that  instruction  in  drawing  be  continued  in  these  schools  and 
introduced  into  the  other  school  in  the  district  provision  should 
be  made  in  the  school  appropriation. 

The  amount  of  money  expended  for  each  scholar  regis- 
tered in  our  common  schools,  during  the  past  year,  including 
the  cost  of  supplies,  is  less  than  twelve  dollars.  In  Massa- 
chusetts there  was  expended  for  the  school  year  last  reported 
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twenty-one  dollars  and  sixty-four  cents  for  each  pupil  between 
live  and  fifteen  years  of  age. 

Thanking  the  citizens  of  the  district,  the  teachers  and 
the  pupils  for  the  interest  manifested  in  our  schools  and  their 
assistance  in  everything  tending  to  better  their  condition,  we 
respectfully  submit  the  above  report  for  your  consideration.
